Applicant would like to give notice to the USPTO that the entire delay causing this 
application to go abandoned was unintentional. As is noted in the response attached herewith, 
the Examiner did not issue an Advisory Action until after the expiration of the 6 month 
statutory deadline for Applicant response. Applicant responded to the Final office action within 
2 months and believed that response and amendment should have placed the application in 
condition for allowance. After filing the first response the Applicant waited for either allowance 
or an Advisory Action. Under the MPEP the Examiner is required to promptly respond to Final 
Office action responses.
